Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 17-23, drawn to a projection exposure apparatus and extracting gas bubbles 
from liquid. 

Group II, claim(s) 24, drawn to a projection exposure apparatus and an immersion device 
introducing a flushing liquid different from the immersion liquid. 

Group III, claim(s) 25 and 26, drawn to a projection exposure apparatus and a method and 
moving the support for the photosensitive surface and forming a wedge-shaped immersion space. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1 do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: Invention in Groups II and III are not related to a suction 
device or an ulfrasound source of Group I. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species I drawn to exfracting gas bubbles with a suction nozzle or a degasser. 
Species II drawn to removing gas bubbles with an ulfrasound source and inducing 
oscillations.
